Watergate Abuses Are Laid to Fear 


Deceived As Never Before 


Democracy is a form of government in 
which the people — the ruled — choose those 
who rule them 
But if in practice the rulers do not tell the 
people what they are doing, or if they do the 
opposite of what they tell the people they are 
doing, then to the extent of that deception the 
citizens of that democracy are living under a 
rule hardly different from the dictatorships 
They abhor in other lands 
- Americans have been deceived before in 
.history, of course. Or to put it more ac­ 
ceptably, things have been kept from them. 
5 h e Manhattan Project, which developed the 
atom bomb, is the best example of necessary 
'secrecy which excluded all but a handful of 
people. 
To paraphrase Lincoln, it is necessary to 
3ool all of the people some of the time, and 
there has probably never been a president 
who has not been faced with such a decision. 


BUT 
NEVER 
BEFORE 
the 
ad­ 
ministration of Richard M. Nixon have the 
American people been lied to so consistently, 
for so long a time and to so little ultimate 
service to the nation as they have been over 
Cambodia. 
Even while professing the strictest 
adherence to Cambodian neutrality in 1969 
and 1970, the administration was sending 
American bombers on regular sorties. It has 
now been revealed that American ground 
troops made excursions into Cambodia long 
before the 1970 invasion. 
The American people were lied to. The 
parents of those soldiers who died in Cam­ 


bodia were lied to. Congress was lied to. Even 
the secretary of the Air Force was lied to. 
Why was Cambodia kept so secret? 
At the time Prince Sihanouk still ruled the 
country, it almosl appears that he, the North 
Vietnamese and we had a gentlemen’s 
agreement: They would not blow the whistle 
on our violations of Cambodian neutrality if 
we wouldn’t complain too much about theirs. 
This ended with the toppling of Sihanouk by 
the army and President Nixon’s decision to 
knock out the Cambodian sanctuary in one 
fell blow. 
We can see now, however, that all it ac­ 
complished was to seal the doom of Cam­ 
bodia. 
THE SITUATION FINALLY 
came to a 
head this year when Congress, in a belated 
display of courage 
and conviction and 
exercise of its constitutional duties, ordered a 
bombing cut-off date of Aug 15. 
Already the administration is attempting to 
saddle Congress with the blame for the ex­ 
pected fall of the Lon Nol government — a 
government that did not, does not now and 
never would exist without the support of 
American bombers. 
One hopes Congress’ shoulders are strong 
enough to shoulder this responsibility. 
One 
also 
hopes 
that 
the 
accidental 
obliteration of the town of Neak Luong by 
American bombers, one of the few towns in 
Cambodia not held by the Communists, is the 
last such tragedy in a decade of tragedies in 
Southeast Asia. 
One hopes, finally, that we are reaching an 
end to the lying.

Patrick Gray, former acting 
FBI director, is a prime 
example of a man torn be­ 
tween a sense of duty to his 
organization, and a fear of 
the consequences of “cross­ 
ing” the White Rouse. 
UNLESS ONE HAS BEEN 
reasonably close to Washing­ 


ton activity for a good while, 
much longer than the tenure 
of Richard Nixon as Presi­ 
dent, it is difficult to realize 
how men in the bureaucracy 
— whatever the department 
or agency — are affected 
when the magic words “the 
White House is calling” are 
spoken, or a letter arrives on 
White House stationery.

Sen. Taft on Right Track 


We find ourselves in agreement with the 
logic used by Sen. Robert Taft Jr. in deciding 
to co-sponsor an amendment to the Federal 
Elections Campaign Act of 1973. 
The amendment would freeze salaries of 
cabinet members, Congress members and the 
federal judiciary at the level in effect July 1, 
1969, and provides that those salaries cannot 
be changed except by an act of Congress. 
The amendment is being offered in the 
wake of an earlier vote by the Senate on a bill 
that would permit raises recommended by 
Jhe President to take effect unless Congress 
acted to turn down the suggestion. 
Referring to the so-called “quiet pay raise 
bill,” Sen. Taft said, “If S. 1989 becomes law, 
the President could submit these pay in­ 
creases to Congress before Aug. 31 and they 
would automatically take effect in early 
October unless either house of Congress took 


specific action to disapprove them or unless 
the President included a delayed effective 
date in his recommendations." 
In defending his opposition to the bill, Sen. 
Taft added: “With the spiraling inflation and 
the effect it is having on our economy, I 
believe it would be unwise and show a poor 
example for government employes of the 
higher echelon, elected or appointed, to 
receive large pay raises at a time when we 
are asking the people to tighten their belts.” 
We hope there are enough senators and 
representatives who agree with that logic to 
bead off the pay raise bill.

Dump Agnew Drive

WASHINGTON 
- 
For 
years those two ex-courtiers, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman, 
played it cold turkey with 
Spiro (Ted' Agnew’s career. 
They carved him up in the 
Oval Room. They filletted 
him politically among the 
White House spear-carriers. 
They so taunted him and dis­ 
gusted him by isolating him 
from the President that in 
mid-1972 he sent word he 
would not run again for Vice 
President. 
Now it can be reported that 
the small home guard, the 
Haldeman-Ehrlichman com­ 
bine, left behind inside the 
White House circles—and be­ 
lieve me it is there—lustfully 
is again attempting to de­ 
stroy Agnew. 
THEY W ANT TQ FORCE 
him to resign—and replace 
him as Vice President by 
New York’s Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. 
The governor is not person­ 
ally a part of this stratagem, 
the script of which runs as 
follows: 
Appeals will be made by 
the anti-Agnew forces to the 
Vice President’s good friends 
to convince him to resign— 
“for the good of the country 
and to ease President Nixon’s 
burden.” To the argument 
that this would be an admis­ 
sion of guilt and corrobora­ 
tion of the insinuations that 
Agnew actually took cash 
bribes for years, the answer 


will be. "The truth will be 
forthcoming soon enough as 
the Baltimore grand jury 
winds up its inquiry.” 
If Ted Agnew resists resig­ 
nation, the opposition will 
leak like Watergate. If this 
convinces Agnew to quit, the 
President, under Section Two 
of the 25th Amendment to the 
Constitution, has the power to 
appoint a Vice President. The 
latter then must be confirmed 
by a simple majority of both 
Houses of Congress. 
THOUGH CONGRESS IS 
controlled by the Democrats, 
pragm atically it couldn’t 
take a partisan stand on 
President Nixon’s choice if he 
or she were a political leader 
of stature 
Mr. Nixon could name John 
Connally, Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan, Sen. Howard Baker, et 
al. But the palace guard 
would move swiftly with Nel­ 
son Rockefeller’s name. 
For many reasons they be­ 
lieve the New York governor 
would be their strongest card 
in the game of “replacing 
Agnew.” 
First, they believe they 
could convince Rockefeller to 
resign the governorship and 
come down into the Washing­ 
ton mess. Such a move would 
throw the reform er’s mantle 
over his political shoulders. 
And it would solve one criti­ 
cal problem for him. 
ROCKEFELLER 
HAS 
NOT yet decided to run for 
reelection next year. There 
are two powerful factions

battling around him. 
One says, don’t run. Be­ 
come a private citizen and 
fight for the GOP 1976 presi­ 
dential nomination. They say 
the governorship is a burden 
which keeps him tied to Al­ 
bany and nitty-gritty local 
legislative 
affairs 
and 
patronage and thus out of the 
national arena. 
They argue that, as the 
head of an anti-water pollu­ 
tion group and a “Third Cen­ 
tury America” presidential 
com m ission, 
Rockefeller 
could stay in the public eye. 
They point to growing de­ 
mands in and out of the Re­ 
publican party for his speak­ 
ing services—in New Orleans 
early in September Then Los 
Angeles, Chicago and Michi­ 
gan, just for beginners. They 
warn that bidding for a fifth 
gubernatorial term might be 
disastrous. 
ON THE OTHER SIDE 
are those who say he must 
stand for reelection. If he 
steps down at the end of 1974, 
he’ll have no power base. 
He’ll be unable to control the 
strong New York delegation 
to the 1976 Republican nomi­ 
nating convention. 
Gov. Rockefeller has made 
no decision. Accepting a vice 
presidential 
appointm ent 
from Dick Nixon would solve 
this problem and give him the 
base for his presidential bid. 
F urtherm ore, 
ask 
the 
dump Agnew forces, 
who 
could stand stronger in the 
House and Senate confirma­ 
tion votes? 
Nelson R ockefeller has 
what virtually no other Re­ 
publican has—powerful and, 
in the Congress, almost irre­ 
sistible labor support. The 
unions, especially the AFL- 
CIO Committee on Political 
Education, control larg er 
strong swing blocs of votes in 
both Houses. 
IN EFFECT, 
labor could 
make or break, veto or con­ 
firm (as it did in the case of 
Mr. Nixon’s two unsuccessful 
Supreme Court nominees) a 
vice presidential appoint­ 


ment. 
There is no doubt of labor’s 
enthusiasm for the New York 
governor. One of his closest 
friends is labor chief George 
Meany. With him at all times 
is the AFL-CIO inner estab­ 
lishment, the Building and 
Construction T rades and 
many others—with the ex­ 
ception of the 1972 McGovern 
bloc of labor chiefs. 
Add Rockefeller’s labor al­ 
lies to the Republican votes 
and a majority is almost as­ 
sured—as is the fact that 
labor would pressure its con­ 
gressional allies for “Nelson” 
or “Rocky” as they call him. 
THIS, THEN, is the think­ 
ing of the anti-Agnew force. 
They plan to push it on Presi­ 
dent Nixon and then “sell” it 
to Gov. Rockefeller. And then 
pray they can rebuild politi­ 
cally around the scion of one 
of the world’s most famous 
families. 
There are lots of ifs here. 
But there’s no doubt of the 
strategy—or that it has begun 
to roll.

The general aviation fleet 
in the United States is 
growing Aircraft manufac­ 
turers this year will produce 
approxim ately 14,000 new 
aircraft, ranging from light, 
single-engine 
planes 
to 
executive jets that travel at 
airline speeds. 
These are among a number 
of facts and figures cited by 
Edward W. Stimpson, presi­ 
dent of the General Aviation 
Manufacturers Assn. before 
the recent annual conference 
of the National Association of 
Counties in Dallas. 
One of the reasons for this 
growth, said Stimpson, is to 
be found in an examination of 
air transportation patterns in 
the United States. Scheduled 
airline service occurs at only 
a little more than 500 airports 
out of the total of 12,500 air­ 
ports, public and private, in 
the country. 
As airlines have cut back 
on frequency to many air­ 
ports and have placed wide­ 
bodied jets into service, it has 
become uneconom ical for 
them to serve many commu­ 
nities. 
ANOTHER REASON IS 
the decentralization of Amer­ 
ican business. Since 
1954, 
over 94 per cent of new plant 
sites built in the United States 
have been located outside of 
major hub areas. Many com­ 
panies 
now 
regard 
the 
general aviation aircraft as a 
business tool similar to a 
computer, office machine or 
company car. 
As an example of how 
general aviation airports can 
have an important impact on 
regional and com m unity 
d ev elo p m en t, 
S tim pson 
pointed to Ohio, where a deci­ 


sion was made several years 
ago to build an airport in each 
of the state’s 88 counties. 
Each county was offered 
$100,000 by the state, and now 
84 counties have airports of 
3,500 feet or longer. Accom­ 
panying industrial develop­ 
ment has conservatively re­ 
sulted in at least 60,000 new 
jobs in Ohio and an increase 
of $250 million in personal 
income. 
IN STRESSING THE role 
counties can play in tWe de­ 
velopment of a balanced air 
tra n s p o rta tio n 
sy stem , 
Stimpson outlined a number 
of funding programs avail­ 
able. Recent federal legisla­ 
tion, for example, now per­ 
m its sponsors of general 
aviation and small- and me- 
dium-size airports to receive 
up to 74 per cent federally 
matching funds for the cost of 
developing local airports. 
The general aviation air­ 
port is increasingly serving 
as a “community port of 
entry,” Stimpson told the 
county officials. “It is the link 
to the air transportation sys­ 
tem and literally to the rest of 
the world.”

He said the number of 
runaways frequently masks 
truly missing persons. 
“ Last year, we had 5,200 
runaways, down from 5,600 
the previous year. And in 
1970, we had 5,900 runaways. 
I do not believe the number of 
runaways is decreasing. 
I 
think parents are no longer 
reporting them. Last year for 
the first time we had more 
girls reported as runaways 
than boys. Boys are still 
running 
aw ay, 
but 
the 
parents just aren’t telling 
us." 
Mrs.* Dorothy Hilligiest— 
whose son. David, 13, is be­ 
lieved by police to be one of 
the dead 23—said she was so 
disappointed with police help 
that she had hired a private 
detective at a cost of $1,100. 
Skipper said police actively 
seek all runaways reported to 
them by parents as long as 
the child is under 17 years of 
age. “ Below 10 years old, we 
assume they are lost and a 
police unit is sent at once to 
assist the family,” he said.

He spoke shortly after 
returning to Beirut on an 
Iraqi Airline flight that was 
intercepted by 
Israeli

fighters over Beirut Friday 
night and forced to land at an 
Israeli base. 
“Israeli officers were not 
particularly impressed when 
my identity and official 
capacity became known to 
them ,” he said. 
‘“Aren’t you a guerrilla?’ 
they asked.” 
After returning safely to 
B eirut, 
many 
of 
the 
passengers 
were 
given 
tranquilizers and some were 
treated for shock. 
None of the 'passengers 
could pinpoint the area where 
the plane was forced to land. 
“We only knew we were at 
a military airfield because it 
swarmed with officers and 
soldiers and could see no 
buildings about,” the Iraqi 
minister sai<j. 
When the passengers were 
ordered off the aircraft onto 
the airfield, Israeli soldiers 
search ed 
them 
and 
repeatedly 
asked 
m ales 
whether they were guerrillas, 
according to passenger ac­ 
counts. 
Shabour Hassan, 
28, 
of 
Baghdad said an 
Israeli 
soldier frisked him and then 
asked why was he in Israel. 
“Don’t you agree that you 
brought 
us by force 
and 
against our will,” retorted 
Hassan.' 
“No,” said the Israeli, ac­ 
cording to Hassan. “You vio­ 
lated our air space.” 
Hassan told newsmen he 
decided to keep quiet. “ He 
had a machine gun,” he said. 
A blonde 21 year old, Suzie 
Boulos of Baghdad, said she 
was “scared stiff and trembl­ 
ing” on the Israeli runway. 
“But fear gave way when it 
was quickly apparent they 
were not after Iraqis but 
Palestinians,” she said.

MOUNT VERNON, Ohio 
(AP) — Young Gary Trivi­ 
sonno, who wants to become a 
professional golfer, put on an 
Arnold Palmer-style charge 
Friday to capture the Ohio 
Public Links golf champion­ 
ship. 
The 16-year-old high school 
junior from Mayfield Heights 
shot a spectacular record 68 
on the rugged Apple Valley 
course, capping the round by 
chipping in birdies on both 
the 17th and 18th holes. 
Trivisonno came from 
three strokes behind at the 
start of the round to a four- 
stroke victory with a 284 total 
for 72 holes. 
Lalu Sabotin of Warren, 
who had the lead when the 
day began, and David Oswalt 
of Mansfield finished second 
at 288. Oswalt beat Sabotin on 
the first hole of a sudden 
death playoff for the second 
place trophy. 
Both Sabotin, a golf veteran 
who has won this event five 
times, and Oswalt, golf coach 
at Lexington High School, 
praised Trivisonno’s play.* 
“ It was one of the greatest 
rounds of golf I have ever 
seen.” said Oswalt 
Trivisonno began winning 
tournaments in the Cleveland 
area at the age of 13. He has 
won the 18-and-under division 
of the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
golf tournament the past four 
years. 
An all-around athlete, he 
also is the varsity quar­ 
terback at St. Joseph’s High 
School in Cleveland. 
Trivisonno had six birdies 
and two bogies in carving the 
68, which was one stroke 
under the course record. He 
also lied Dave Daniels of 
<’olumbus as the youngest 
w inner of the Publinks crown. 
Sabotin. a fireman and for­ 
mer professional boxer, saw 
his hopes for a sixth title 
disappear when two Ixigies 
and a doublebogev offset one 
birdie and he slipped to a 75.

Robert Hu nter McIntosh, a 
q u iet man who didn’t lik e 
crowds and wanted to show 
his lov e for his cou ntry . 
“ It is reassu ring and heart 
warming to k now there was a 
m an who assu re d ly p aid 
tax es and other assessments 
willingly , y et still had enou gh 
faith and tru st and dev otion 
to his cou ntry to direct that 
his small fortu ne be left to 
that 
c ou ntry ,” 
U.S. 
Treasu rer Romana Banu elos 
said in accep ting a check for 
$1,09 9 ,9 7 4.7 0. 
The amou nt rep resents a 
beq u est of $1,07 1,400.9 7 p lu s 
interest. 
McIntosh, who died Ap ril 
19. 197 2. at age 7 2, liv ed a 
simp le life in a boarding 
hou se. 
He 
manip u lated 
a 
small stock inheritance into a 
sizeable p ortfolio. 
McIntosh didn't want to be 
thank ed for his ex traordinary 
gift. In fact, in his will he 
sp ecified that the money he 
mailed along with an “ap ­ 
p rop riate letter setting forth 
my ap p reciation for 
my 
cou ntry .” 


gress to consider cu tting off

The rep ort said Brazil’s 
booming economy p rov ides a 
good argu ment for setting a 
cu toff p oint for American aid. 
B ra z il’s gross

av erage rate of 9 .9 p er cent 
since 1968, one of the fastest 
p aces in the world. 
The cou ntry has bu ilt u p 
foreign c u rrency re se rv e s 
totaling $4.2 billion and it has • 
started its own p rogram of 
foreign aid. mak ing loans and 
bu ilding roads for other Sou th 
American nations, the rep ort 
said. 
Bu t liv ing standards for 
most of Brazil’s 100 million 
p eop le are still 
not 
com ­ 
p arable with those in the 
major indu strialized nations. 
The p er cap ita income in 
u rbanized sou thern Brazil 
was $550 last y ear, and only 
$180 in the cou ntry ’s v ast 
northern ju ngles and p lains, 
according to figu res in the 
GAO rep ort. 
The rep ort said that the $17 
million in US. aid for Brazil 
p lanned for fiscal 197 4 will 
iiav e no direct imp act on the 
p er cap ita income.
